(b) The institution is a private elementary or secon
dary school that is accredited the satisfaction of the
authority.

SecTion 1t. 231.28 of the statutes is createddad:
231.28 Minority business participation. The
authorityshall ensure that, in any project that is financed

underthis chapter after theffective date of this sec
tion ....[revisor inserts date], and that relates to an educa
tional facility, other than a postsecondary educational
institution, all minority business participation require
mentsthat apply to the project under state statte
administrativerule are complied with.
